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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Invention I in the reply filed on 07/01/05 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that a related case (09/71 1 ,034) 
having claims to both a method and apparatus were examined together and deemed 
allowable. However, this is not found persuasive because the claims recited in the 
related case are not identical to the instant application. Furthermore, the restriction 
requirement is deemed applicable on the basis that because it would be a burden on 
the Examiner of record to search for both Inventions, especially since the related case 
or the Jendersee patents were examined by a different Examiners. Therefore, the 
requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. Claims 36-40 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 

1 .142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected Invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply 
filed on 07/01/05. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claim 45 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
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pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
Claim 45 recites the limitation of "crimping the stent down to a desired size" in line 3. 
However, there is no support in the specification for said limitation, i.e., the Applicant 
has not disclosed how the stent is crimped down to a desired size. Therefore, one 
skilled in the art would not know how to make/or use the invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 41 and 42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
US 4,762,128 to Rosenbluth. 

Rosenbluth teaches a method of forming a stent delivery device comprising the 
steps of providing a catheter having an inflatable portion 8; placing a stent 18 on the 
inflatable portion; and releasably retaining the stent to said inflatable portion on 
depressions 15 formed therein, and wherein a softening device is used to provide a ; 
coating of surgical jelly (col. 10, lines 62-68). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 25-35 are allowed. 

8. Claims 43 and 44 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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9. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art of record fails to teach a method of manufacturing a stent support 
assembly comprising, among other things, the steps of heating a distal portion of a 
balloon catheter having a stent in a holding device to cause the balloon to expand 
around the stent.
